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ABSTRACT 

The handbook contains an annotated bibliography of 
print and non-print materials concerning the black American's 
contributions to the United States, past and present. The materials, 
which are available in the Afro- American Resource Center of the Ohio 
Public Schools, can be integrated into the regular curriculum at the 
kindergarten level through grade three. Some items cited were 
published in the 70's, but »ost date from the 60's. The handbook is 
divided into the following units: 1) All About Me; 2) You Count, Too; 
3) One Big World; Where You Live Makes a Difference; 5) Gifted and 
Black; 6) To Speak and Read; 7) Music, Arts, and Crafts; 8) Health, 
Safety, and Economics; and 9) Teacher Reference. A brief introduction 
is provided for each unit. The resource materials are then grouped by 
type and include films, filmstrips, posters and study prints, books, 
records, and periodicals. Within each group materials are listed 
alphabetically by title. Each annotation gives a complete physical 
description, a brief synopsis of content, and grade level. The lyrics 
to three black songs are included in the appendix. (RM)

PREFACE 



The Afro-American Curriculm Office and Resource Center is an Ohio 
ESEA Title III Project instituted in the Toledo Public Schools in June, 
1970, for the general purpose of \:qpgrading the instructional lu ^1 and 
material resources concerning the black American's contributions to this 
country* s past and present life. Although the Project is directly admin- 
istered through the Toledo school system, it is designed to service all 
public, private and parochial school systems in the metropolitan area. 

The Afro-American Curriculum Office operates under the jjhilosophy 
that instruction on the Afro-American should be integrated into the re- 
gular curriculum on all grade levels throughout the school year. Special 
times, such as Negro History Week ard Brotherhood Week, can be used to 
highlight activities of the total ye^r. 

On the elonentaary level, this intrtruction can center around human 
relations as a general appreciation of the contributions of various mi- 
norities in American society. There are nimierous opportunities in social 
studies, language arts, music and art Trrtiereby these concepts can be in- 
troduced. 

This philosophy of curriculum should transcend racial composition 
of the specific classrooms and would permit teachers of all students to 
make their instructional -content more coincidental with American tjociety. 

In the compilation of this Handbook, we ha\"e included materials of 
-y^^iying perspectives, knowing that those who use our Resource Center have 
many^^goais and many methods. A teacher who is working with white middle- 
class students may select materials differently from the teacher working 
with an integrated class of Black, Mexican-Air.erican and white students • 

Whether workirjg for improved human relations, a hestlthy self-con- 
cept for minority children, or siinplified black studies, we are sure to 
have books, films, study prints or other media to assist the teacher in 
any grade from Kindergarten to Third, grade. 

In the annotation of the materials we have tried to give general 
guidelines as to interest and reading level. For students with special 
reading needs, a visit by the teacher to our office might be most 
profitable. 

We wanted to keep this Handbook of reasonable length so we followed 
a general policy of listing a material once and rarely listing it in two 
or more places, even though it could easily be listed in several differ- 
ent categories. We hope you will be alert to this fact as you make se- 
lections for your classroom. 

It is oiir sincere hope that these materials will enrich your teach- 
ing and provide many meaningful experiences for your students to ponder 
and discuss.

ALL ABOUT ''ME'' 

It is important for each child to develoo a healthy self -concept , 
Parental and teacher attitudes are transiuittcd to ctiildren. Too many 
Black children grow up va^ely feeling that being *'BlacK^' is undesirable. 
Too many secretly vdsh they were not Black, Even the word "Black" has 
negative connotations in the English language. White children oft^n 
grow up believing, "White is right." Both of these unhealthy self -con- 
cepts have been reinforced by the text ^ooks, visual materials and poli- 
cies of society around the child. 

Many of the new materials now available attempt to overcome these 
serious deficiencies of the past by showing that brown, red, yellow, 
black or wh3.te people are beautiful, each in his own way. Each child 
wants to know that "I" am vi^luable and acceptable to those around me.
